Economic Growth - 
Depends on Climate 


President Eisenhower presented an 
encouraging economic picture to the na- 
tion in his address Monday night. He 
predicted a 500-billion-dollar national 
economy within 10 years—an average in- 
crease of more than $3,000 annually for 
every American family of today. 

His prediction; of course, was based 
on sound reasoning. The economy has 
been growing at about that rate for more 
than a decade and a look at the potential 
based on population increase and other 
factors makes it possible to foresee the 
direction in which we are going. 

In fact, if we are to maintain present 
living standards without any improve- 
ment the economy must continue to ex- 
pand. A 500-billion-dollar economy 10 
years from now would just about accom- 
plish that purpose, with more than 23,- 
000,000 new citizens added to the popu- 
lation during that period. 

Achieving the goal depends upon 
many factors. Most of all there must 
be a governmental climate that permits 
expansion. There must be a government 
that serves as a referee between compet- 
ing groups and that insists on fairness to 
all in the economic setup. A government 
that discourages growth and grants spe- 
cial privileges to the few can only re- 
strict normal economic advancement. 

Economists point out that vast tech- 
nological advances must be made if we 
are to maintain the status quo in our 
standard of living. Population pressures 
already are beginning to be felt. The 
present generation of producers has the 
greatest number of dependents—young 
and old—of any in American history. As 
the birth rate continues to rise and the 
number of older people becomes greater, 
output per worker and income per worker 
must grow accordingly. 

There are trouble spots in the econ- 
omy today, despite what the President 
says. Farm income continues to decline, 
for one thing, while farm costs are still 
rising. Even though we are an industrial 
nation, a healthy agriculture must be 
maintained if we are to provide the raw 
materials, the food and clothing that in- 
dustry demands. 

Inflation has been checked to some 
extent and there is more stability, but the 
cost of living has continued to rise and 
personal incomes are lower. Such an un- 
balance must be checked eventually or 
the result is depression. 

The President is absolutely right in 
that the national economy must continue 
to expand to maintain our present stand- 
ards of living. It will do so unless reac- 
tionary business and governmental poli- 
cles gain the upper hand.

An Expressway Is Built 
For Fast Traffic Only 


The city traffic committee is seeking 
a way to reserve the expressway for ex- 
press traffic. 

The group wants to bar funeral pro- 
cessions and the riders of motor scooters, 
motorcycles and bicycles from the route. 

The committee’s idea makes sense, 
and we hope the group achieves its aims. 
The expressway was built to unsnar] At- 
lanta’s traffic. While theoretically it is free 
to all citizens, there should be regula- 
tions to keep certain kinds of traffic from 
defeating the expressway’s purpose. 

Of all classes of traffic, a funeral pro- 
cession is the one with the least reason 
for haste. Motorcycles generally are 
fast and agile enough, but their riders’ 
liking for swooping from lane to lane 
makes them dangerous. Scooters are a 
definite menace to everyone on the ex- 
pressway, and bicycles have.no more 
place there than in the Memorial Day 
race at Indianapolis. 

The committee might also look into 
the matter of hitchhikers, particularly 
near the North Avenue overpass. And if 
there is time left for further consideration 
of the subject, it should study the catas- 
trophic possibilities of one of those top- 
heavy, fast-moving concrete mixers on 
wheels.

The Reds Are Worried 
About Western Unity , 


Moscow wasted no time with its move 
for four-power talks on German and 
Austrian peace settlements following the 
success of the Paris conference. It is en- 
tirely in character. The Reds are wor- 
ried. 

Despite our cautious optimism, though, 
the Russians still must prove by deeds 
that they have veered from.world con- 
quest as their ultimate ambition. 

In keeping with that, ‘they must show 
their sincerity through their willingness 
to agree on German and Austrian peace 
treaties and on a workable atomic dis- 
armament plan. 

Andrei Vishinsky’s talk in the United 
Nations Monday was directed at French 


public opinion. It can be hailed as the 
beginning of an all-out campaign to pre- 
vent the Paris pact from being put into 
effect. The Reds may be expected to 
make major concessions, in desperation, 
to prevent Western European union. 

They may even offer a reunited Ger- 
many that would be deceptive but at- 
tractive to both France and Germany. 

Even at that, however, this new show 
of strength through unity carved out in 
negotiations in Paris and London is the 
most powerful diplomatic weapon against 
aggressive Soviet tactics to date. It could 
indeed become the wedge for easing Com- 
munist pressures in Europe and for roll- 
ing back the Iron Curtain in the occupied 
countries of central Europe. 

The Reds will not make concessions 
without a struggle. There is a long and 
tough road aNead. But Western strength 
and patience can win if the spirit of the 
London and Paris conferences prevails.

Two Famous Landmarks 
Crass Over Into Limbo 


There have been a lot of changes re- 
cently around Atlanta, and most of them 
have been for the best. It is sad though 
to say good-bye to the Atlanta Theater 
and the flagpole at Five Points. 

The Atlanta Theater was built before 
World War I when the stage was as 
lively on the road as on Broadway. Un- 
tik the road dried up, some of the thea- 
ter’s most famous names appeared there. 
The house later went burlesque, and 
then tried all sorts of desperate expe- 
dients to keep open. Its present owners 
believe that the property can be put to 
better uses, and the Atlanta is in the 
hands of the wreckers. 

In the hands of the wrecking crew, 
too, has been placed the flagpole at Five 
Points. The pole was erected in 1917.as 
a war memorial, but rust and changing 
times have taken their toll. The old ‘pole 
is not compatible with the new civic ideal 
of traffic flow, and anything that inter- 
feres with that these days is doomed. In 
its place will come a pedestrian island 
and such, appropriate symbols of the new 
and resurgent South.

Excess Fat in Diet Is Linked 
To Rate of Heart Disease 


Two separate scientific sessions contributed to the growing medi- 
eal conviction that excess fats in the diet play an important part 
in the development of heart disease. 

At the World Congress on Cardiology in Washington, specialists 
from the United States, Italy, Northern Europe, Japan, South Africa 
and Iraq agreed that high-fat diets, which are characteristic of rich 


nations, may be 


the scourge of Western 


civilization. The diets 


were linked with hardening and degeneration of the .arteries. The 
United States has the highest death rate in the world from these 


causes, it was pointed out. 

Dr. J. N. Morris of London, who 
called the artery afflictions ‘‘the 
epitome of health problems of this 
country,’’ commented as follows: 

“If high living standards cause 
this failure of the social system, 
we can expect more in the future 
and not less. We cannot look to 
society to turn the clock back. A 
way out of the dilemma of West- 
ern civilization must be found. We 
may discover a specific agent to 
treat it with or we can change 
ways of living. The latter seems 
more hopeful.” 

The underprivileged countries, 
where little fat is available in the 
diet, appear, in this instance, to be 
privileged, it was pointed out. 

During the week-long meeting of 
the American Chemical Society 
here, Dr. Ancel Keys of. the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, who was at 
the cardiology meeting also, said 
it was not the number of calories 
in the diet so much as it was their 
source which determined whether 
an individual was eating his way 
to heart troubles. 

Dr. Keys pointed out that large 
amounts of dietary fat increased 
the amount of a fatty material 
called cholesterol in the blood, and 
that deposits of cholesterol in the 
arteries was the root of the heart 
disease problem. 

“The total calories. eaten, and 
the resulting tendency toward obes- 
itv, also has some influence on 
the blood cholesterol, but this 
seems to be less important than 


‘the fats in the diet,”” Dr. Keys 


said. ‘Possibly obesity exerts its

bad effect in part because fat peo- 
ple may tend to eat more fats than 
the average.’’

A Minneapolis insurance com- 
pany reports that it costs 17 per 
cent more to retire a 65-year-old 
woman worker on a $100-a-month 
pension than it does to retire a 
65-vear-old man on the same life 
income. 

The reason, of course, is that a 
65-year-old woman will live an av- 
erage of three years longer than 
a man of the same age. 

What impresses us with the in- 
surance company’s figures, how- 
ever, is not the greater longevity 
of women. That’s a_ well-known 
fact. But did you know _that—ac- 
cording to annuity experience, the 
average man who reaches 65 can 
expect to live 15 years 7 months 
longer, or until he reaches 8014? 
And that the average woman of 
65 can expect to live until she 
is 84? 

Surviving to age 65 is the first 
big hurdle. But more of us are 
doing it and. living on into the au- 
tumn years beyond. That very 
fact presents important problems 
for the individual and society. In- 
creased pensions anc social secu- 
rity aren’t the whole answer, al- 
though helping to satisfy financial 
needs is a major contribution. 
There are other matters such as 
housing, recreation, maintaining 
physical and mental health, pro- 
viding nursing care.

Later, after the representatives 
of the United States, Britain, 
France and Canada decided they 
could not support the Indian res- 
olution, Paul Martin, Canadian 
minister of national health and 
welfare, called on Vishinsky to 
ask the Soviet position. 

Vishinsky, it is understood, re- 
plied the Soviet Union is strongly 
opposed to the Indian resolution 
and would join the Western pow- 
ers in referring it to the Dis- 
armament Commission.

New Drugs Winning 
Blood Pressure Battle 


We are winning the battle | 


against high blood pressure. The

help victims that never re- 
sponded to the older drugs. 
Newcomers include hydra- 
lazine, hexamethonium, vera- 
trum viride, rauwolfia serpentina 
and pentolinium. They are potent 


| substances and in addition to low- 


ering blood pressure, may have 
unpleasant side effects. For this 
reason considerable skill is re- 
quired to achieve the most grati- 
fying results. 

Rauwolfia, an import from In- 
dia, is now employed extensively 
in this country. It is safe and 
has fewer troublesome side re- 
actions. The effect on blood pres- 
sure is not as marked as with 
other drugs, which makes it par- 
ticularly useful in the treatment 
of individuals with mild hyper- 
tension. 

The individual with more se- 
vere hypertension often responds 
to a combination of rauwolfia and 
veratrum, hydralazine, or hexa- 
methonium. In this respect, the 
Indian plant is used as a corner- 
stone on which the physician 
builds his plan of treatment. 

Hydralazine has a greater ef- 
fect on blood pressure than does 
rauwolfia and small amounts are 
well tolerated. But some individ- 
uals develop headache, rapid 
pulse, anxiety, aching, chills, and 
fever when large quantities are 
administered. These unpleasant 
sensations are temporary. 

Veratrum is slightly stronger 
than the other two, but hexa- 
methonium is the most potent of 
all. This product is used mainly 
to control hypertension in the 
more severe cases. 

Pentolinium is a new and bet- 
ter methonium compound that 
has a prolenged effect upon the 
blood pressure.

These candidates were pledged 
to an unremitting fight against 
animal seizure legislation—a con- 
troversy which set off the Monday 
election battle. 


The laws—termed by some “‘an- 
imal torture laws’’—permit lab- 
oratories to requisition or seize) 
animals from humane shelters 
for experimentation if their own- 
ers are not found within a given 
period of time. 

A split in the association erupted 
into a full-scale *election battle 
Monday when what was termed’ 
an ‘“‘independent’’ party offered| 
an extra slate of officers in op- 
position to those presented to the 
convention for election. 

Because of the fight, two speak-

He singled out the 28-Hour Law, 
which now requires railroads to 
stop and give animals a rest at 
specified feeding and drinking 
spots every 28 hours, stricter laws 
for animal accommodations in all 
types of shipping and experiments 
with new types of extermination 
processes as examples of the de- 
partment’s work. 

A panel discussion of the ques- 
tion followed his discussion. J. J. 
Shaeffer, managing director of 
the Anti-Crueity Society in Chi- 
cago, moderated the discussion.

From the moment they moved 
with their children from unpre- 
tentious York House to _ the 
grandeur of Buckingham Palace, 
they devoted their lives to the 
people. 

The great test came during 
World War II when Buckingham 
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All But the 


Palace was a Number 1 target 
for the Nazi raiders. 

The King and Queen narrowly 
escaped death on more than one 
occasion. The princesses were 
evacuated to Windsor and only 
saw their parents at weekends. 

When it was suggested that the 
Queen should go to Canada with 
the children for safety’s sake 
she quickly said that she would 
never leave the King. 

That was one of the qualities 
in the Queen Mother that have 
so endeared her to Londoners 
especially. 

STILL FLYING 

It was encouraging to crawl 
out of the air-raid shelters each 
morning and see the Royal 
Standard still flying over the 
palace. 


The King and Queen shared 
the same hardships as their peo- 
ple. 

The illness of her husband and 
his sudden death were a great 
strain on the Queen Mother. 

She quickly retired out of the 
limelight so that her daughter, 
the new Queen Elizabeth II, 
should not be overshadowed in 
any way by her. 

In time she* left Buckingham 
Palace and took up residence at 
Clarence House, previously the

It’s perfectly wonderful the things you can learn from a 
public school education these days. Sometimes I’m inclined to 
think it would be better if we could drop all the courses in 
personality development’and citizenship and how to make aprons 
and funny little wooden dust catchers and see our children con- 
centrate on English, history, math, science and a few languages.

She said a graduate nurse from 
Shanghai General Hospital is car- 
ing for the children. Mrs. Lee Chin 
Bok (Marian Lee), a native of Ko- 
rea who lost her entire family in 
the Korean war, is working full 
time at the orphanage. She sold 
some of her personal possessions 
and is running the home ‘‘solely 
by her wits,”’ Mrs. Payne said. 

Mrs. Lee gets no funds for pro 
viding food and clothing for the 
1S children in her care, though the 
Army pays her $50 a month for 
general social work in the ware 
devastated Chun Chon area.
